Burger King dethrones its mascot

Burger King is overthrowing its monarch mascot and swearing allegiance to some- 
thing else: its food. 

'Che struggling fast-food chain’s new advertising campaign, launching this week- 
end, will focus on the preparation of fresh ingredients rather than the king’s odd 
antics, the company said. 

"Che migration to healthy menus is a move being made by most of Burger King’s 
competitors. ITie switch also comes as fast-food chains are under pressure to nix 
their cartoonish mascots, in light of a growing childhood-obesity problem in 
the U.S., Dow Jones Newswires reports. 

Rival McDonald’s, for example, has taken a lot of flak over its Ronald 
McDonald character. But while the company has added healthier offer- 
ings to its children’s meals and launched promotions encouraging 
children to be active, McDonald’s said it isn’t retiring Ronald. 
The Burger King advertisements from the McGarry 
Bowen firm will feature lush images of avocados, tomatoes, 
lettuce and beef, among which there seems to be no place 
for a plasticized sovereign derided by many customers as 
creepy 

^'That’s not to say that in the future, we don’t introduce 
him in some other form,” spokesman Miguel Piedra said. “But 
our new marketing approach is more foodcentric.” 

ITie change also is intended to reverse a decline at the fast-food 
operator. McDonald’s pulled in $1.4 billion in net income in its sec- 
ond quarter, a 15 percent increase year over year. Burger King’s net in- 
come slipped 13 percent in its second quarter to $42.8 million. 

Burger King’s same-store sales also have been on the decline in recent quarters, 
while McDonald’s Corp.’s rose 4.5 percent in the U.S. in the second quarter and 
'Andy’s Co.’s were up 2.3 percent in North America for the second quarter, ac- 
cording to Dow Jones.

CTA cash grab 
—the requests 

Nearly S14 million in transit funding is 
up for grabs — and CTA riders have a say 
in which projects should receive it. 

ITie Regional Iransportation Author- 
ity, the funding arm for the Ci'A, Metra 
and Pace, is seeking public input on 
which 13 transit proposals should receive 
federal, local or R'l'A funds, 'llie agency 
is accepting comments through Sept. 30 
on itachicago.coin or by calling 
312-913-5516. 

Alany of the proposals, submitted by suburban villages and cities, 
involve upgrading Metra stations, but a few would revamp CTA 
stops— including the Purple Line Main stop in Evanston and the 54th/ 
Cermak stop on the Pink Line in Cicero. 

The Main event 

Evanston is trying to revitalize the Purple Line Main station and the 
area around it. The city wants to look into connecting the CTA stop 
to the nearby Metra Main Street station with a platform transfer. 

In its application to the RTA, the city also cited the need for up- 
grading the CTA station so that it is accessible to people with disabili- 
ties. As for the area around the station, the city wants to develop new 
office and technology job sites to draw more workers and residents. 

The city said a plan to study the feasibility of this work should take 
nine months to a year to develop and cost about $125,000. The city 
said it would chip in about $25,000.

In a list of 
accomplishments released Monday, Emanuel said the CTA has started 
to study whether Western or Ashland Avenue should implement bus 
rapid transit, a system that typically relies on bus-only lanes. The C'LA 
estimates it will hold its first open house on the bus proposals in the 
fall.

Pilsen, Edison Park and Mt. Greenwood 
lead the pack in Chicago block parties

Sure, Grant Park is home to Lollapalooza, Taste of Chicago and various musical 
festivals— but it’s not party central. 


That honor goes to Pilsen, which hosts more block parties than any other 


community area in Chicago, according to a map of data from the city Depart- 


ment of Transportation, which handles permits for the events. 


RULES 
OF THE 
ROAD 




Block parties are a Chicago tradition with about 1,650 held citywide from 
January through mid-July city data shows. Pilsen on the West Side, Edison Park 
on the North Side and Mt. Greenwood on the South Side are among the most 
popular spots. 

“Blocks parties are like a huge tradition in Pilsen,” said Oscar Torres, 46, 
who helps host parties on his Cullerton Street block in Pilsen. “Just about 
every weekend in the summer, someone has a block closed for a party” 


Looking to rock your block? 

Not so fast-you need to permission to party. 

Residents who want to have a party on their block need to go 
to their alderman for a permit. Some aldermen require a certain 
percentage of the residents of the block to sign off on the party. Other rules: 



Torres and city officials who handle the paperwork for the 
events say that in the ailing economy block parties are an easy 
way for the neighborhood to come together and celebrate over 
hot dogs and slushies. In the fancy-schmancy blocks it’s com- 
mon to see live bands, raffle prizes and a visit from the Chicago 
Fire Department— all to up the party’s cool factor. 

In Pilsen, there is so much hoopla over block parties that the 
alderman for that area, Daniel Solis (25th), has a person on his 
staff devoted to handling the party paperwork. 

The office receives about 150 block party permit requests 
each year, Solis spokeswoman Stacy Raker said. The Fourth of 
July is the busiest time for block parties in the ward, which caps 
the parties that day at 20. The ward office won’t even look at 
block party applications for July 4 after the first week of May 
Torres held his block party July 4 this year, continuing a family 
tradition. Torres grew up on the block where he now lives, and 
his mother used to co-host the parties for the block. 

Years ago, Torres’ block went all out. There was a dunk tank, 
a hot dog-eating contest and a Jumping Jack (inflatable play-

» Chicago fire trucks also are available free of charge. 
Chicago Fire Department spokesman Larry Langford said 
the department tries to honor all requests, but if there 
is an emergency, the truck may not make it to the party. 
Fire trucks make between 3,000 to 3,500 appearances at 
summer block parties annually, he said.

These days, the block has scaled back be- 
cause of the economy This year, it had hot 
dogs and flavored ice for the kids; but still, 
everyone had a good time, Torres said. 

There’s no tug-of-war between blocks to 
have the best party, but one Pilsen block is 
known to go over the top, Torres said. 

The block had a Jumping Jack, a basket- 
ball tournament and live music at its party 

“Just the fact that they’re able to get live 
bands out there, that’s pretty good,” Torres 
said. 

Like Torres, Tom Cotter, 41, grew up on 
the same block where he now lives and has 
taken over party-hosting duties from his 
grandparents. 

The North Odell Avenue block, in Edison 
Park, usually attracts 150 people to its annu- 
al party in the last week of July 

The Northwest Side neighborhood 
knows how to party Since the area’s aider- 
man, Mary O’Connor (41), was sworn in to 
office in May about 140 block party permits 


have been requested, O’Connor spokesman 
Jason Hernandez said. 

The most popular requests are for the 
Jumping Jacks (provided free by the city) 
and a Chicago fire truck cameo (provided 
free by the Fire Department), Hernandez 
said. 

Cotter said the elements of his block’s 
party have changed in the past few decades. 

Back when he was growing up, each family 
brought a dish to share with the block, and 
there were relay races, egg tosses and DJs. 

This year. Cotter’s teenage son was the 
DJ. The block set up an inflatable slip-and- 
slide (an upgrade from the Jumping Jack), a 
bags tournament and pinatas (candy for the 
kids and a separate pinata for the adults that 
contained little liquor bottles). 

But like Torres’ block party Cotter’s party 
has taken a hit with the economy 

Cotter said the block used to have “ex- 
travagant” raffle prizes. 

‘All the raffle prizes have gone down be- 
cause of the economy” Cotter said. “But the 
show does still go on.”

Prosecutors: T een 
begged for her life

Moments before she was killed last week 
on Chicago’s Southwest Side, Charinez 
Jefferson, 17, begged the gunman not to 
shoot because she was pregnant, prosecu- 
tors said Monday 

Despite her plea, Timothy Jones, 18, 
opened fire on Jefferson, yelling an exple- 
tive at her as he shot her in the head, ac- 
cording to prosecutors. He then stood 
over her as she was on the ground and fired 
several more times, striking her in the 
chest and back, prosecutors said. 

Jefferson was pronounced dead a short 
time later, but doctors were able to suc- 
cessfully deliver her baby boy who re- 
mained in critical condition Monday As- 
sistant State’s Attorney John Dillon said. 

Jefferson’s aunt, Devorah Hope, said 
she felt justice had been served after Judge 
Laura Sullivan denied bail for Jones, who 
was charged with first-degree murder in 
the Aug. 16 slaying. 

“I’m happy that he’s been caught before 


we even put her in 
the ground,” Hope 
said. “This young 
■n IT man sent a message 

on the streets that an 
unarmed pregnant 
woman, {who’s} not 
violent to nobody 
Jones it’s not safe.” 

Jones, an alleged 
gang member, had seen Jefferson walk- 
ing with a rival gang member in the 3000 
block of West 64th Street and approached 
them in a car, Dillon said. He got out of the 
vehicle and fired at least one shot at the ri- 
val, who ran off, leaving Jefferson to fend 
for herself After begging Jones for mercy, 
Jefferson was shot at “point-blank range,” 
Dillon said. 

Jones, of the 6300 block of South Rock- 
well Street, was arrested at his home Sat- 
urday after numerous witnesses identified 
him as the killer, according to information 
from prosecutors and court documents.

Mayor Emanuel declared Monday he 
has made a “down payment” during his 
first loo days in office on the change he 
hopes to bring to Chicago’s finances, 
streets and schools. 

The artificial milestone is techni- 
cally Tuesday, but Emanuel held a news 
conference a day in advance. The new 
mayor stood next to two supersize 
checklists of more than 50 goals he set 
for himself 

“This is a down payment. This is just 
the beginning. By no means do I call 
this perfection,” Emanuel said. “They 
are incremental steps in each of the 
areas that are essential for the city’s 
future.”

Among his checked-off benchmarks were 
developing public health goals, creating a plan 
to reduce foreclosures in Chicago and con- 
vening a “food desert” summit to improve ac- 
cess to fresh produce across the city 

Having a public to-do list keeps him ac- 
countable for the promises he made, Eman- 
uel said. It also creates a way to measure his 
progress. 

On his first full day in office, Emanuel pro- 
claimed he would “immediately” cut $75 mil- 
lion from then-Mayor Richard M. Daley’s 
last budget. But those spending cuts were 
estimates based on marching orders Emanuel 


gave his staff 

On Monday he provided a progress re- 
port on the “outlined” $75 million. Although 
Emanuel said more than $50 million in sav- 
ings already has been realized, his brief report 
makes clear that some are “expected to yield” 
cuts by the end of the year, while others are 
“definitively identified.” 

Emanuel moved quickly on a promise to 
lay off about 80 traffic control aides in the 


Loop and at the city’s airports and use part- 
time aides to work special events, emergency 
scenes and construction sites. The Depart- 
ment of Revenue has stepped up daytime 
parking- ticket enforcement in the Loop — 
work the aides used to do when they weren’t 
directing traffic. 

That’s expected to result in $2.3 million in 
savings, the administration said in a report. 

Chicago’s 46th mayor already is looking 


forward to the benchmarks he’s laid out for 
his first year in office. 

“My staff lives in fear of it,” he said. “It’s an 
opportunity to remind ourselves what we said 
we were going to do and what we need to get 
done to bring about the change.” 

The next 100 days also are critical as Eman- 
uel works on his first budget. He said stabiliz- 
ing city finances is “without a doubt” a top 
priority

Chaos in Libya 


TRIPOLI, Libya Two of Moammar Gadhafi’s 
sons, who had been reported captured over 
the weekend, were free early Tuesday as 
forces loyal to the embattled Libyan leader 
fought rebels trying to consolidate their hold 
on Tripoli. 

Saif al-Islam Gadhafi showed up at the Rix- 
os TTotel, one of the remaining strongholds of 
pro-Gadhafi forces, in a convoy of armored 
Land Cruisers. In a brief interview with 
CNN’s Matthew Chance, he said his father 
and several of his sisters were safe in Tripoli, 
and that loyal troops had “broken the back” 
of the rebels who moved into the capital over 
the weekend. 

Saif al-Islam Gadhafi, who is wanted on war 
crimes charges by the International Criminal 
Court in The Hague, had been reported cap- 
tured Sunday along with two of his brothers. 


WHERE IS GADHAFI? 

While opposition officials said it was pos- 
sible Moammar Gadhafi may have fled 
to southern Libya or neighboring Chad 
or Algeria, they also said he might still be 
in Tripoli. Col. David Lapan, a Pentagon 
spokesman, said the U.S. government be- 
lieves Gadhafi remains in Libya. “We do 
not have information he left the country,” 
Lapan said. 



Another of those siblings, Mohammed Gad- 
hafi, was reported to have escaped Monday, 
according to the Libyan ambassador to the 
U.S. 

There was no immediate explanation from 
the National Transitional Council, the rebel 
leadership that had announced their capture 
Sunday 


The rebels had most of Tripoli under their 
control late Monday, but pitched battles con- 
tinued at various points around the city Gun- 
battles in the area around Gadhafi’s former 
Bab al-Aziziya compound echoed until after 
nightfall Monday, and renewed fighting could 
be heard around Zawiya, about 30 miles west 
of the capital, early Tuesday 

Zawiya was a strategic steppingstone for 
the rebel advance into Tripoli over the week- 
end. Tracer fire, anti-aircraft guns and artil- 
lery were being fired sporadically shortly after 
midnight. NATO warplanes flew overhead at 
times, and ambulances were racing through 
town. 

“The real moment of victory is when Gad- 
hafi is captured,” Mustafa Abdul Jalil, chair- 
man of the National Transitional Council, 
said at a news conference in Benghazi.

Red zone blues 

Despite opportunities. Bears starters can’t punch it into end zone

EAST RUTHERFORD, N J. The Bears’ problems in the 
red zone apparently have carried over from last sea- 
son. 

In 2010, the Bears stood 26th in the league in 
touchdown percentage in the red zone at 45.1 per- 
cent. The first team’s first two trips to the red zone 
during Monday night’s exhibition with the Giants 
didn’t result in touchdowns either. 

On the first, a 37-yard pass from Jay Cutler to 
Devin Hester, followed by a 42 -yard pickup by Matt 
Forte off a screen, gave the Bears first-and-goal from 
the Giants’ y-yard line. Cutler and crew managed 
just 2 more yards on Forte’s first-down run before 


settling for Robbie Gould’s 23-yard field goal. 

Cutler couldn’t connect with I Tester on second or 
third down, with Hester slipping on one route and 
Giants cornerback Aaron Ross jarring the ball loose 
from the speedy receiver at the goal line. 

It’s worth noting the Bears did not use bruiser 
Marion Barber on the first red-zone drive despite 
being inside the 10. 

Neither d-foot-y Kcllcn Davis nor 6-3 Roy Wil- 
liams were first options for Cutler. 

The Bears’ second trip to the red zone resulted in 
a Gould field goal from 42 yards out, A 10 -yard hold- 
ing penalty after the Bears marched to the Giants’ 19 
didn’t help the cause.

But on the South 
Side, in a darkened office lit only by a single 
spotlight glinting off the gems in a 2005 
World Championship ring, I think Kenny 
Williams muttered two words in response tc 
Hendry’s ouster. 

"Oh, [bleep}.” 

Y’see, although Hendry’s being remem- 
bered as the guy who gave Alfonso Soriano 
one-seventh of a billion dollars and the 
man who believed Milton Bradley wasn’t 
completely insane, in reality his tenure as 
Cubs GM should be looked at as "average.” 
He turned Hee-Seop Choi into D-T.ee and 
Jose Hernandez into Aramis Ramirez. They 
won three division titles, more than the 
Cubs have had in a decade since before you 
were born (probably). An almost-comically- 
average 749-748 win-loss record. 

But as Hendry said himself, they didn’t 
win enough games. 

After Sunday’s win, the White Sox are 
481-456 since winning the 2005 title, with a 
single one-and-done appearance in the 2008 
postseason. Williams spent $70 million 
and $56 million, respectively, on the lowest 
OPS hitter (Alex Rios) and lowest batting- 
average hitter (holy crap, Adam Dunn) in 
the majors. Prospects for the future? Better 
hope they pan out: The Sox trot out the 
third-oldest hitting Hneup in the AL. 

The pitching staff has been soHd, but is 
that enough for Sox fans? At just over 25,000 
a game. South Side followers are staying away 
in numbers not seen since 2004. And the 
2011 Sox payroll projects to be twice what 
it was in 2004. And waiting in the wings is 
assistant GM Rick Hahn, Sports Illustrated’s 
No. I pick for Next Big League GM. 

I’m not saying Kenny is gonna get axed; 
I’m just sayin’ he’s been on renewing one- 
year deals since 2010 —and that he should 
think about buying some bubble wrap for 
his bobbleheads, just in case.
